We  approved  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion's  action  in  not  continuing  the 
Committee  on  Relations  with 
Other  Bodies.  Tlic  rei>orts  made 
by  this  committee  were  on  worth¬ 
while  subjects,  bul  it  was  getting 
to  be  a  source  of  irritation.  It  was 
best  to  let  it  rest  for  awhile.  If 
other  iwoblems  come  up,  oilier 
committees  can  be  named. 

There  does  not  seem  to  be  much 
agreement  concerning  the  merg¬ 
ing  of  the  Boy  Scout  work,  into 
Baptist  affairs.  We  believe  it  was 
wise  to  study  the  matter  further. 

The  plan  of  reserving  the  down¬ 
stairs  main  auditorium  for  elected 
messengers  worked  well  and 
should  be  continued. 

While  there  are  differences  and 
diversities  among  Soulliem  Bap¬ 
tists.  it  is  to  their  eternal  credit 
thal  they  liave  achieved  a  unity 
which  redounds  to  the  glory  of 
God,  to  the  advancement  of  His 
cause  and  to  the  enrichment  of 
spiritual  experience.  Many  pastors 
and  others  have  expressed  to  us 
their  determination  to  do  more  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  lost  world, 
as  well  as  try  to  conserve  the  work 
already  accomplished. 

As  we  have  often  stated  before. 
Baptists  tell  their  leaders  what  to 
do  in  contrast  to  some  other  relig¬ 
ious  bodies  wliose  leader*  or 
LEADER  tells  the  member*  what 
they  can  or  cannot  do.

Orient,  in  bis  report  at  the  April 
meeting  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board. 

The  board  reaffirmed  its  purpose 
of  entering  India  and  Pakistan 
when  personnel  is  available  and 
entry  can  be  secured. 

Dr.  Cauthen  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  with  the  appointment 
of  Miss  Mavis  Shiver,  of  Alabama, 
the  total  number  of  missionaries 
for  Japan  reached  an  even  100. 

At  the  close  of  World  War  II  he 
said,  “we  had  only  eight  mission¬ 
aries  of  the  Jspan  staff  who  had 
served  in  that  country.  Only  three 
missionary  residences  were  left  af¬ 
ter  the  war;  and.  of  the  fifteen 
churches  in  the  Japan  Baptist 
Convention,  only  five  had  build¬ 
ings.  To  bring  a  staff  of  10  mis¬ 
sionaries  to  Japan  under  these 
conditions  has  required  the  con 
atant  guidance  of  God.” 

The  Orient  report  said  that  med¬ 
ical  and  relief  work  which  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  are  doing  in  Korea  is 
leaving  a  deposit  of  love  and  ap 
preriation  toward  both  Southern 
Baptists  and  the  people  of  Ameri¬ 
ca. 

Twenty  six  missionaries  of  the 
Board  are  assigned  to  work  on 
Formosa,  where  centers  of  work 
have  been  located  in  seven  major 
cities,  extending  throughout  t  h  e 
length  of  the  island.  A  baptist 
seminary  has  been  established  in 
the  capital  city  of  Taipeh  and  J3 
students  are  in  training  this  year 
for  Christian  service. 

In  the  Philippines  seminary 
work  has  been  established  in  Ba 
guio  and  clinic  work  is  being  es¬ 
tablished  on  the  eastern  coast  of 
Mindanao  in  the  city  of  M  a  t  1, 
where  two  of  our  missionary 
nurses.  Miss  Virginia  Miles  and 
Miss  Victoria  Parsons,  will  be 
located.  It  is  hoped  that  a  mis¬ 
sionary  doctor  will  soon  be  ap¬ 
pointed  for  that  ministry. 

Southern  Baptists  have  IS  mis¬ 
sionaries  in  Thailand,  located  in 
the  cities  of  Bangkok  and  Ayuthia. 

With  the  appointment  of  Dr. 

Kathleen  Jones  at  the  April 
meeting  of  the  Board,  Southern 
Baptists  now  have  16  missionar¬ 
ies  for  Indonesia. 

Dr.  Jones  will  work  with  Miss 
Everlcy  Hayes  and  Miss  Ruth 
Ford,  nurses  of  the  former  China 
staff,  in  opening  medical  work  in 
Indonesia.  In  ail  of  Indonesia, 
with  more  than  60,000,000  people, 
there  are  only  1.400  doctors  and 
only  50  fully  qualified  nurses. 

Flans  are  under  way  for  the  Hr 
ganuation  of  Bible  school  work  at 
an  early  date. 

Dr.  Cauthen  said:  “The  strate¬ 
gy  for  the  Orient  is  now  clear.  We 
must  appoint  many  missionaries 
for  southeas*  Asia  for  lifetime  ser¬ 
vice,  looking  forward  to  the  time 
when  some  of  the  China  mission¬ 
aries  will  be  able  to  return  to  that 
country.
